THREE  STATES  SELECTED  FOR  PILOT  PROGRAM 

A  giant  step  toward  Comprehensive  Emergency  Management  was  achieved  when   the 
states  of  Montana,  North  Dakota  and  Utah  were  selected  to  participate  in  a  pilot 
program  which  will   allow  those  states  to  shift  funds  between  preparedness  programs. 
Previously,  states  were  restricted  by  legislation  from  shifting   funds   from  one 
program  to  another  and  the  result  was  that  some  programs  were  overfunded  and  others 
und-^rfunded.     Prior  to  FY  82,  seven  programs  witi^^n  a  state  were  contracted  for 
or  agreed  upon  individually  with  separate   f.iiiumg  for  each. 

Beginning  with  FY  82,  these  programs  are  incorporated  into  one  document 
called  a  Comprehensive  Cooperative  Agreement.      It  allows  for  simplified  admin- 
istration and  allows  each  state  to  consolidate  all    funding  under  a  Letter  of 
Credit.     The  savings  in  administrative  time  at  the  Region  Office  and  the  States 
is  expected  to  be  substantial,  allowing  for  more  time  to  be  applied  toward  other 
goals. 

Region  VIII  officials  point  out  that  this  pilot  program  is  only  the  beginning 
and  as  experience  is  gained  from  the  participating  states,  greater  flexibility 
can  be  achieved  and  better  management  of  all   Emergency  Preparedness  programs 
at  the  State  level   realized.     However,  they  point  out  that  this  pilot  program 
is  a  test  program  and  a  change  in  Federal   legislation  for  the  funds  and  programs 
must  be  approved  by  Congress  before  the  program  can   be  approved  for  nationwide 
implementation. 

Frank  Mollner,   Chief  of  the  Emergency  Management  Programs   Division  at  FEMA 
Region  VIII,  said  he  is  encouraged  by  this  direction  in  which  FEMA  is  going. 
"It  will   allow  for  more  discretion  at  the  state  level   and  allow  each  state  to 
manage  their  own  programs  as  they  see  fit,"  he  added.

FEMA  HAPPENINGS 

As  you  are  all   aware,  under  the  Reagan  Administration  many  things  have 
changed  at  the  National   and  Regional   levels.     Some  of  those  things  which  might 
interest  you  are: 

Louis  Giuffrida  of  California  was  appointed  National    Director  and  is 
rapidly  moving  forward  with  a  different  alignment  of  people  and  functions 
in  the  National   Office.     He  has  most  of  his  key  directorates  appointed 
and  confirmed  and  is  moving  forward. 

Mr     Alton  Cook  of  Utah  was  appointed  our  new  Regional   Director  for  FEMA 
Region  VIII.     We  are  looking  forward  to  working  with  Mr.   Cook  and  his 
staff  for  much  progress   in   this  and  coming  years. 

Although  we  have  not  received  our  Federal    FY  82  budget  figures  yet,  we 
feel   that: 

We  should  receive  a  small   increase  in  FMA  Funding   (we'll   still   be  short); 

Support  materials  and  EOC  funding  will   be  back  at  some  level    (be  thinking 
about  what  your  needs  will   be); 

Our  other  Federal   contracts  should  be  renewed  with  a  cost  of  living  increase; 

The  Training  and  Education  Contract  is  back  with  an  increase  and  also  a 
75%  Federal   Share-25X  State  and  Local    Share  restriction.     As  we  learn 
more  about  this  cost  sharing,   it  should  make  no  difference  for  local 
governments.     We  will   continue  to  reimburse  for  training  activities  as 
we  have  in  the  past  with  the  exception  of  local   participants  attending 
the  out-of-state  Phase  Schools.     The  locals  participating  in  these  courses 
may  have  to  pick  up  the  costs  of  their  own  meals     /e 're  working  on  this 
and  hope  to  have  a  decision  before  the  next  scheduled  school       The  State 
will   pick  up  the  25%  of  State  and  Local   match  through  in-kind  expenditures; 

We  will   continue  to  have  a  75/25  match  for  disaster  recovery  functions. 

Federal   legislation  is  pending,  however,   I   feel   the  match  will   be  with 

us  for  some  time,  but  the  eligible  items   for  reimbursement  may  be  broadened, 

A  Radiological    Defense  Officer  position,  which  will    be  fully  Federally 
funded,  will   be  offered  to  each  state   (we  hope  to  advertise  this  position 
soon) ; 

If  the  State  receives  an  allocation  for  EOC's   for  FY  82,  we  anticipate  at 
the  State  level   to  submit  a  project  application  to  upgrade  some  of  our  State 
EOC  equipment  and  facilities.     If  we  can  qualify  for  a  state  in-kind  match 
of  up  to  $75,000   (federal   share),  we  hope  to  upgrade  our  emergency  Power 
and  other  items  which  will    increase  our  operational   capability.     We  do  have 
to  get  spending  authority  from  the  State  Legislature  when  they  meet  in 
special   session  in  November.     We  don't  anticipate  any  problems  in  receiving 
this  approval,  but  if  we  do,  we  may  be  asking  for  local   government  support 
with  your  Legislators.

NUCLEAR  CIVIL  PROTECTION  (NCP) 

During  the  first  quarter  of  FY  82,  the  NCP  Staff,  District  2  and  3  Field 
Representatives,  and  County  DES  Coordinators  will  be  working  on  the  Memorandum 
of  Understanding  between  Malmstrom  AFB  and  the  State  of  Montana.

WARNING  THE  PUBLIC 


A  Study  of  citizen  response  in  towns  (Toutle  &  Silver  Lake)  close  to 
the  May  18,  1980,  eruption  of  Mt.  St.  Helens  provided  the  following  practical 
considerations  when  warning  the  public.  The  points  summarized  below  are  also 
applicable  for  warnings  for  toxic  material  spills,  floods,  nuclear  attack 
or  other  disasters. 

1.  Warning  message  must  be  specific.  For  example,  saying  that  flood 
waters  will  reach  the  top  of  the  courthouse  steps  is  much  more  effective  than 
saying  that  the  river  is  expected  to  crest  at  three  feet  above  flood  stage. 
State  exactly  what  areas  are  expected  to  be  affected.  People  must  feel 
personally  threatened  or  at  risk  before  they  will  respond  appropriately. 

2.  Warning  messages  must  recommend  protection  actions.   ("Get  to  high 
ground  nowl") 

3.  Warning  messages  must  come  from  a  recognized  authoritative  source. 
AKhough  the  authoritative  source  might  vary  from  place  to  place,  people 
surveyed  in  areas  affected  by  disasters  consistantly  identify  law  enforcement 
agencies  as  authoritative  sources. 

4.  Families  which  have  developed  specific  emergency  plans  are  much 
more  likely  to  respond  quickly  and  appropriately  than  families  without  plans 
or  with  some  plans. 

5.  When  people  are   told  to  evacuate,  they  should  be  assured  that  their 
homes  and  possessions  will  be  protected  to  the  extent  possible.  For  example, 
they  might  be  told  to  lock  up  when  they  leave  and  that  deputies  will  patrol 
the  area.

WASHING  OFF  RADIOACTIVE  MATERIAL 


The  following  is   from  a   letter  received  by  Bill   Thonias,   District  1 
Field  Representative,  from  Larry  S.   Boriss,   Director,   Division  of  Medical 
Services,   Illinois  State  Medical   Society: 

"From  my  discussions  with  nuclear  and  civil   defense  experts  on  the 
state  and  national    levels,   it  appears  that  your  everyday  brand  of  bar 
or  liquid  soap  is  sufficient  to  remove  radioactive  material   from  the 
hands.     As  you  stated,   it  should  not  be  abrasive  or  cause  any  tear 
in  the  skin.     However,  to  remove  radioactive  material   from  equipment, 
you  could  use  a  complexing  agent  such  as  Radiac  Wash,  which  is   readily 
available  from  supply  houses."
